Finland Might Adopt 
New Monetary Unit 


Like in a number of other plac- 
es, things are none to bright on 
the financial horizon of Finland. 
If rumors are to be believed, the 
monetary system of that country 
will be in for some profound re- 
visions. 

Apparently, Finland wants to 
junk its present markka, whose 
face value has been declining 
rapidly since the war, and replace 
it with something having a dif- 
ferent name and more purchas- 
ing power. 

What might be one of the last 
stamps valued in markka is a 300m 
stamp to be released early in 1950. 
This value had been announced 
as pending for over a year. 

If and when the change goes 
through, collectors can expect an 
entire new series of stamps. No 
doubt in some cases there will be 
issues of a provisional nature to 
tide the Post Office Department 
through any shortages in certain 
stamp values they might have.

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Judging Stamp Shows 

Our article in the December 12th issue of this paper concerning 
the giving of the Research Award to a precancel collection has 
brought several very interesting letters commenting on the matter 
but especially with reference to the method of scoring the show 
Pe SESE Ne EC ED rather than for any other reason. 
In this particular show there were many 
very nice exhibits of stamps, but nothing 
in the entire show that showed such 
thorough and complete knowledge, and in- 
dicated such a great amount of actual 
research as was indicated by the display 
and writeup of this single Stuart Precan- 
celed stamp. Thus, any group of judges

who were fully fair minded could not 
have given this research award to any 
other display in the entire show for no 


other display could have been scored any- 


thing near the 35 points allowed 
for Research and Philatelic Knowledge. 
This display would call for any un- 


biased judge to give it almost the full 35 
points. If the judging was to be 35 points 
for the best display of Research and Phila- 
telie Knowledge with a lesser number of 
points for lesser Research and Philatelic 


this display should have been given the 
full 35 points.

Personally I was displeased with the attitude of some of the 
judges who objected to the giving of the award to the Precancels 
and these men frankly stated that they did not know anything about 


precancels and that they didn’t give a —— for them anyhow. 

I feel justified in printing these statements for the sole reason 
that if we are to have stamp shows and have judges it should be 
understood by all who consent to serve in such capacity that the 
first duty of any judge is to be thoroughly open minded, without 
prejudice or bias. There is little doubt in my mind that this is too 
often lacking in judges who judge stamp shows. The boys simply 
do not take their task seriously enough and I believe that this point 
should be impressed upon the mind of every man who is asked to 
judge in any stamp show. It might be done by having each judge 
take a solemn oath that he enters upon his task without prejudice 
to any form of stamp collecting and who will agree to follow strictly 
the rules laid down for the judges and to score every display on 
the point system as set up by the exhibition committee.

J. Franzel bring up other points that should be seriously consider- 
ed in allowing points to score within a stamp show. The 
principal points these partics refer to are thé§points given for rarity. 
The concensus of opinion scems to be that rarity should be given 
either very few or no points at all. Rarity has little or nothing to 
do with stamp collecting. Rarity only means, as most people see it, 
high value. For naturally rarity would bring high value if the 
stamp or stamps are well known as being rarities, but there is the 
point that not one judge in a hundred is properly acquainted with 
and that is whether the stamp is rare or not. There are many very 
low priced stamps in the Scott catalogue that are extremely rare. 
A page of these could be shown in any show where there was a 
special prize for rarity and they could be looked over by the judges 
and passed up without any thought or consideration, yet they might 
-be very rare items, yet cataloguing less than a dollar each. Any 
specialist knows this if he has a pet country, for there are many 
countries in which the collector may search for years for a low 
priced stamp and be unable to find one. 

A better example and one more readily understood by most 
collectors can be cited from my own experience. I have a collection 
of triangles. The early Capes are very popular with wealthy spe-

cialists because there are several of them and they lend themselves 
to a splendid group in which to specialize. As a result they are: 
popular and some of them are counted as rarities, especially such 
things as the woodblocks on cover. However let me tell you that 
the 3p Newfoundland triangle on cover is far more rare than either 
of the two Cape woodblocks on cover. Yet if a cover of each were 
shown in a show and one were asked about rarity,, ninety-nine 
out of 100 would most likely pick the Capes. 


Personally I believe that Rarity should not be scored in any 
stamp show. There should be no premium placed on a man’s ability 
to spend money for stamps, rather we should reward the student 
and thinker. 


It might be a desirable thing to separate the scoring for Phila- 
telic Knowledge and Research. These are different matters and often 
confused by the collector or judge who will not think on the matter. 


Philatelie Knowledge would consist of showing on the album 
pages such points about the stamps as are available from the stand- 
ard catalogues and standard books on the stamps in question. Re- 
search would best be described as facts not generally explained in 
the catalogue, but gained through study and research by the in- 
dividual collector. There is a certain distinction between the two 
and if it could be properly defined it would be desirable to separate 
them in the scoring. 


If this were done it would help develop study and research and 
that would be beneficial to our hobby for the collector who has 
failed to make a specialized collection of some nature has missed 
the greatest thrill that comes from stamp collecting. Such a col- 
lection can be made of any country or even of the current stamps 
of the United States of today. Take any of the late commemoratives 
and it is possible to build up a collection that will fill a fifty page 
album. If you once get started right on such a collection, you 
will find that you will search for years to fill in some of the spots 
that can be arranged for,

whether he be young or old, a

To obviate this and still pro- 
mote trading each member might 
package his dunlicates in envel- 
|opes containing 100 different 
stamns. He should place his name 
{on the envelope as this will pre- 
| vent his receiving his own pack- 
|age and it will encourage him to 
improve the selection he offers. 

Before each meeting each mem- 
ber deposits one or more such 
packets in a box and receives a 
card or 
draw an equal number out of the 
“treasure box.” the drawing is 
done during or after the meeting. 
| Each card or token could be 
numbered according to a fair 
system. Thus exchanges can be 
made in standard quantities, at 
no expense, and examined at 
lcisure at home. 

In starting 
chairman in charge should ob- 
tr’ a quantity of assortments to 
ainee in the box so that a reserve 
is always available 


ply to exchange. 

Also, experienced collectors, 
dealers or the club might donate 
|some “treasure” packets or in- 
dividual items to hide in some of 
the packets. Such a program will 
provide entertainment and an in- 
centive to all, regardless of age. 
An alternative would be to put 
ithe packet in glassine envelopes 
land display them during the 
| meeting. Selections must then be 
made according to a fair method, 
/such as the barbershop system of 
tickets numbered according to 
time of arrival. 

If the “treasure box” goes stale 
it could be auctioned off and a 
program announced of exchang- 
ing stamps « of certain coun- 
tries, districts or colonies each 
week or month. Then all packets 
placed in the box would have to 
conform to the requirements of 
ithe committee chairman. 

A small allowance in the club 
budget for this project would 
help the chairman insure the suc- 
cess of such a project as a »leas- 
ant philatelic game.

At our next stop, Madison, Wis- 
consin (the state capital) we vis- | 
ited the state offices and learned 
for the first time that Wine case 
stamps were put in use on July 18, 
of this year in the place of the 
bottle stamps which were former- 
ly used. The old stamps will be 
used up on liquors in combina- 
tions to make up the required a- 
mounts, 


The new case stamps are very 
much like the Beer stamps and 
come in the following values: 15, 
24, 30, 40, 48, 60, and 80c. They 
are printed by the Columbian 
Bank Note Co. and bear it’s im- 
print. 

We also discovered that the tax 
on Cigarettes is to be raised from 
i mill per cigarette to 14% mills. 
The old stamps will be combined 
to make up the new rate and one 
i'new value, 742c, will be added in 
mid-August, 

Our stay of one day in South 
Dakota turned up some new Beer 
stamps as follows: 1941 issue with 
Douglas signature, Over 3.2%. In 
addition, the new smaller design 
(1949) was found in both ¢.2% 
and Over 3.2% in both the .072 
and .145 values.
